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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, 11 and 12 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Wachtleret al. (US Pat. No. 6,274,391). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shalj not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 6 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wachtler et al. (US Pat. No. 6,274,391) in view of Shibamoto et al. (US Pat. No. 



6,563,212). 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 5, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Wachtler et al. fails to teach the limitation of 
adhering said at least one microelectronic die back surface to said recess bottom 
surface. However, the examiner disagrees. Wachtler et al. clearly states that the die 
(16) is positioned within recess (14) [see fig. 9 and col. 8, lines 50-53]. In addition, 
Wachtler et al. teaches that the die is secured within recess (14) of substrate (12) by 
adhesive or other means [see col. 8, lines 54-55]. Thus, Wachtler et al. clearly teaches 
that the die is attached to the bottom surface of the recess (14). 

In response to arguments that the figures do not show a space between the die 
and the bottom surface the recess, it is noted that the figures of Wachtler et al. are not 
drawn to scale. It is well established that patent drawings do not define the precise 
proportions of the elements and may not be relied on to show particular sizes if the 
specification is completely silent on the issue. See Hockerson-Halberstadt, Inc. v. Avia 
Group Inn, 222 F.3d 951, 956, 55 USPQ2d 1487, 1491 (Fed. Cir. 2000). Thus, 
applicant's arguments are moot since the figures of Wachtler et al. are not. drawn to 
scale. 

Therefore, Wachtler et al. anticipates the claimed invention. As such, the 
rejections are considered to be proper.
